Writing to the N..0.D. News, tho Rev, 
W, Muirhead says:—' Dear Sir,—I. was 
both surprised ond grieved to seo -an 
suonymous article in your paper Yyos- 
terdsy, emanating from Amoy, and dos- 
cribing: various “things - relating. to Mr. 
Dukes.and the Mission work there. «It was 
evidently written under an imaginative 
influence, supposing certain occurrences had 
taken place, such as: overdrawn ictures of 
Missionary success, which Mr. akes had 
condemned, and in consequence he had 
eon re-called, The whole was made to 
look like a gross reflection on the Mission: 
ary Agonoy'at home, and on the character 
of the work abroad. As coming from a 

arty ‘on the spot, and it may bo supposed, 
Tireatly nequsinted with the state of things, 
ith Mr. Dukes in the 
matter, the article is likely to have all the 
more injurious effect. on the persons con- 
cerned and on the cause generally. Re- 
presenting ae I do the London Missionary 
Society at this pert, and fsling interested 
in its reputation alike here and elsewhere, 
I could not read the article without a 
measure of pain and sorrow. 1 indulge in 
no reply to the statements made in it. 
They sre not. authoritative or professionally 
Gescriptivé of the facts of the.case, but the 
outspoken suppositions of certain indivi- 
duals as tho probable occasion of Mr. 
Dukes’ recall, Now, it happens that that 
gentleman wrote mo & few days before he 
left Amoy, and I have letters of o. still later 
Gute from. parties there deeply interested 
in the whole matter, and neither of them 
affords any ground for the. charges implied 
in the above article.
